Ba it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Yearly lloemme Seo, 1. The owner or owners of any stallion, kept or
for siock horme W8 partly or exclusively as s stock horse, within this
—lowhetsmm  State, shall, on or before the first day of May in each
year, pay to the County Treasurer of the county in
which such owner or owners reside, for the uso of com-
mon schools, ten dollars for a yearly license for the privi-
legre of so keeping such horse.
£0. 3. Ifany such owner or owners shall keep such
Penaity for nog. 1tOTSC for the purpose aforesaid, without paying such license
complinnce with 88 afuresaid, ho shall on complaint by any person before
precuding section 3 jnstico of the peace, and on convietion thereof, be fined
not less than twenty-tive doilars nor more than fitty dol-
lars, for the use of common schools in the county where
the offence is committed ; Hrovided, That not more than
one fine shall be imposed in any onoe year.
8ec. 8. This act shall be in force frum and after its
passago.
